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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

As to claim 2, lines 15-16, before "transfer", change "member" to - - body - - since 
there is no previous recitation of an intermediate transfer member, but rather an 
intermediate transfer body. 

As to claim 3, line 12, before "transfer", change "member" to - - body - - since 
there is no previous recitation of an intermediate transfer member, but rather an 
intermediate transfer body. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of a cleaning means 
that contacts an intermediate transfer body; and control means for performing a control 
so that a subsequent image forming area on the intermediate transfer body does not 
overlap at a position where the cleaning member initially contacts the intermediate 
transfer body. This is found in all of claim 1 , but not disclosed nor suggested by the 
prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 2 is the inclusion of a cleaning means 
that contacts an intermediate transfer body; a second transfer means performing a 
voltage-current detection operation on a transfer member of a second transfer means 
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when no image is formed and determining the transfer output of the transferring 
operation based on a detection result of the detecting operation; and control means for 
performing a control so that a detection area of the detection operation does not overlap 
at a position where the cleaning member initially contacts the intermediate transfer body 
or separates from the intermediate transfer body. This is found in all of claim 2, but not 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 3 and 4 is the inclusion of a cleaning 
means that contacts an intermediate transfer body; and control means for performing a 
control so that in a subsequent contacting operation of a transfer member of a second 
transfer means and an image forming area do not overlap at a position where the 
cleaning member separates from intermediate transfer body. This is found in all of 
claims 3 and 4, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
